Dublin. April 4,—Two voting Irish­ 
men, identified as Header B real in and 
Joseph Kernan, were executed by Re 
publican irregulars early today near 
the home of Governor Genera) Timo­ 
thy 'Healy of the Free State. 
They 
were placed against a stone wall and 
their bodies 
riddled with 
bulelts. 
The corpses were left lying 
where 
they fell. 
Nicholas Corcoran, a Republican ir 
regu ar attached to the forces at Da 
lina, was shot to death *by Free S*tate 
troops when he refused to remove ub 
it ructions t.oni railway truck*. 
Afte 
being captured Corcoran was told to 
carry away atones and timbers that 
bad been placed upon tin* rails. 
He 
n fused to do so and a volley wa 
fired into his body. 
A 
railway tower, controlling sev­ 
era' im portant railway Junctions, was 
blown 
up by lrregu ara during the 
night. 
Arr^ t Snipers 
Three snipers were arrested here 
in the vicinity of

racks. 
In county Leitram a train was held 
up by irregulars. 
The crew was re­ 
moved and the train was sent ahead 
at full speed with no one in the loco- 
j motive cab. 
It crashed into a freight 
train and both were derailed, rolling 
down a high embankment, John Cron­ 
in, most important of the rebel lead­ 
ers in county Kerry, surrendered to 
the Free Staters, saying he was tired 
of fighting an,I Would support the 
Dublin government.

not to exceed $20 for the second of­ 
fense. 
Under terms of the ordinance each 
day after the JMMluy notice will be 
constituted as a separate offense and 
tines can bo assessed accordingly. 
This measure

necessary, 
according to council, dire to the fact 
that there are a large number of side­ 
walks in Salem that 
are badly in 
need of repair but that property own­ 
ers will not have them placed in good 
condition, and as a result of this con­ 
dition the city may face damage suits 
in case of personal injury to a tax­ 
payer. v 
In line with this ordinance, »be 
advisability of repairing sidewalks by 
relating the worn bricks in the walks, 
wus stressed by the city solons. I bis 
process lias been used wit 11 good re­
